Malone who obtained 
the 1% edit. of Shakspears Sonnets, for which there was 
much contention, receiving letters by the same post from 
Mr’. Heber, M*. Bindley, M™. Nassau, M". Gifford, M™. Kemble 
und many others (9 or 10 I think) and several of them 
doubted the date being correct, as M*™. Malone observed, that 
though there certainly was an entry in the Stationers books 
of this date, yet he had never been able to see, or even hear 
of a copy, altho he had been in search of it all his life, and 
Mr’. Malone at last obtained it, as he observed that it was of 
more value to him probably than to any one else, which 
Mr". Heber acknowledg’d but M*. Bindley advised me to act 
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otherwise, and put it up to Auction, which, he observed, if 
I had done, it most probably would have produced me 100 
guineas, instead of 25£ the sum I at last obtained. 

“The other Poem, ‘ Zicia’ wt. the Volume contained, 
was nearly of equal rarety and has been sold since (at 

for 17 ) so that M*. M. may, comparatively, 
have been said to have given only about Ten pounds for it. 

“From the manner in which M’. Beloc spoke of the trans- 
action in his Anecdotes of scarce Books under the description 
of the ‘ Malone Collection,’ I conceived that I had been very 
unhandsomely treated by M*. Malone and mentioned the 
circumstance to M'. Heber, who being a party in the original 
transaction knew that the statement given by M". B. was 
untrue, and upon meeting M*. Malone soon afterwards in 
Town, he repeated the conversation which had taken place 
between him and me, when M*. Malone was so much hurt 
about it, that he immediately wrote me the following hand- 
some apologetical Letter :— 

“* Lond. May 16%, 1806. 
“* DEAR SIR, 

“*T am extremely sorry to learn from my friend M’. 
Heber, that the language which has been applied, in a late 
publication by M". Beloc, upon scarce Books, to the purchase 
of the 1* edition of the Venus & Adonis, by Shakspeare 
from you and your conduct on that occasion, has given 
you offence. I most certainly did not authorize M*. B. 
to use any such language in mentioning the circumstance 
to him, and he was not warranted in applying the epithet, 
he did to the transaction, but on the contrary I have always 
stated on mentioning the circumstance (w". I likewise did 
to you at the time the transaction took place) that I was 
not only perfectly satisfied with the price which you did 
ultimately fix upon it, but with your conduct also, and 
farther, that I was much obliged by the preference given 
me. I might say, something like what I did to you, that 
such prices were unknown, in former times, but I never 
expressed the slightest dissatisfaction with your conduct, 
nor with the sum I had paid you for it. I hope therefore 
my Dear Sir, that this explanation will be the means of 
perfectly removing every unpleasant impression from your 
mind, and in this hope, [ shall subscribe myself,’ &c., &e. 

‘““P.S.—I have stated before that M'. Heber obtained the 
‘ Incia,’ M*. M. agreeing to give up that to M™. Heber, upon 
his yielding up his claim to the Sonnets of Shakespeare, 
but what the sum was which he paid for the work to 
Mt. M.—I never knew, that being an arrangement between 
themselves and M*. M. paying me the entire amount of the 
volume.”

A MANUSCRIPT copy, circulated by Essex’s friends in 1598. 
It was not printed till 1604. The handwriting of the title (as 
given above) is almost certainly Francis Bacon’s ; moreover, 
the manuscript contains corrections and additions in the same 
hand. It occupies 24 pp. closely written. The relations of 
Francis Bacon and his brother Anthony with Robert Earl of 
Essex, the famous favourite of Queen Elizabeth, and the large 
extent to which the Bacons were indebted to that nobleman 
for kindnesses and substantial help during many years, consti- 
tute only one aspect of a subject, which in 1601 became one of 
absorbing and permanent importance. The affability of the 
unhappy Earl rendered him extremely popular, and at the 
same time easy of access, and one of his most intimate friends 
and firmest political supporters was that Karl of Southampton, 
so universally celebrated as the early patron of Shakespeare. 
The close connection between Essex and Southampton in 
political matters, and the concurrent tie with the Bacons, 
dated from about 1593, when Anthony Bacon engaged him- 
self to Hissex as a secretary. It is not necessary to enter at 
large into these historical points farther than to indicate in 
what manner and measure they affected the two principal 
actors in the drama of real life, of which the present manuscript 
is an indisputable and invaluable contemporary illustration.

Whatever may be thought of Southampton, the earlier indis- 
cretions of Essex appear to have proceeded from a vain and 
giddy disposition and an impetuous turbulent temper, en- 
couraged by the evident persuasion that the Queen would 
never proceed to extremities, and might ultimately grant 
him his own terms. This APOLOGY, written by FRANCIS 
Bacon on Essex’s behalf, and addressed to his brother 
Anthony, had for its object the vindication of Essex from any 
disloyal motives. This was in 1598. The personage con- 
cerned had at that date already committed many foolish or 
unfortunate acts, and Elizabeth had virtually condoned every- 
thing. Between 1598, when Bacon’s Apology was written and 
circulated in manuscript, and 1601, when the career of Essex 
came to a tragical close, Essex was engaged in a succes- 
sion of foolish enterprises. He organised, in concert with 
Southampton, the well-known conspiracy, having for its 
ostensible motive the armed protection of Elizabeth. They 
went so far as to exhibit at one of the theatres and in the 
open streets a scene from a play of Richard II, in which the 
deposition of that prince was represented on the stage, and one 
of Shakespear’s fellow-actors, Augustine Phillips, received 
forty shillings towards the expenses of the performance at the 
Globe. It is not proved that Shakespear himself had a 
direct concern in the affair, but the dramatic scene, taken 
from a MS. text of Richard II or Henry IV, was subsequently 
incorporated with the great Poet’s Richard IL when cir- 
cumstances rendered the allusion neutral and harmless. The 
Queen, however, took the matter very seriously, and treated it 


asa direct menace, and the scene never formed part of the 


acted play in her lifetime. The ‘‘ APOLOGY” was not printed 
till 1604, when the accession of James I equally made its pub- 
lication possible and even expedient, inasmuch as it presented 
the more favourable side of the relations of Bacon to Essex. 
The intimacy between Essex and Southampton brought 
Shakespeare into personal contact with the former, whose 
house was the rendezvous of all persons of culture and note. 
In Henry V the Poet prefigured the triumphal return of Essex 
from Ireland in 1599. So that, altogether, this MS. dealing 
with astirring episode, in which these two noblemen were im- 
plicated and in which Shakespear and _ his fellow-actors were 
variously concerned, may be treated as a document of very 
considerable interest in connection with our national dramatist.
